The  long  continued  drought  in  the  summer  of  1911, 
the  plague  of  flies  as  affecting  the  milk  and  food  supplies, 
contributed  to  a somewhat  lai’ger  Infantile  Mortality. 
Many  infants  of  weakly,  strumous,  or  tubercular 
coiustitutious  succumbed  owing  to  the  debilitating  effects 
of  the  intense  heat,  which  in  so  many  instances  completely 
lowered  the  tone  of  the  system.  Note  the  third  quarter 
in  the  mining  area  as  producing  the  greatest  mortality.

Bushbury  is  somewliat  vulnei’able  to  attacks  of 
Scaidet  Fever,  from  contiguity  to  populous  areas  iu  and 
around  Wolverhampton,  and  not  in  my  opinion  traceable 
to  causes  under  the  control  of  the  Council.  From  October 
to  December  the  Hospital  was  fully  occupied,  and  a few 
of  the  cases  had  to  wait  a few  days  before  accommodation 
could  be  found.  For  all  purposes  except  of  an  extra- 
ordinary natui'e,  the  Hospital  should  be  considered  large 
enough  to  deal  with  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the 
Disti’ict.  Pei’sonal  attention  was  directed  to  each  individual 
outbreak,  and  each  case  could  be  accounted  for  cither 
(1)  By  removal  at  once;  (2)  By  removal,  as  our 
accommodation  permitted  for  such  ; (3)  Oi'  by  efl'ective 
home  isolation  and  treatment.

In  Penkridge  the  drains  were  found  defective,  surface 
Avater  getting  into  the  wells,  and  houses  damp.  The  same 
conditions  found  elsewhere  to  a large  extent.  The  Acton 
case  Avas  im])orted  from  Brownhills,  and  proved  fatal. 

In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  FeA'cr,  Diphtheria,  and 
Puerperal  Fever,  Avith  T3'phoid  Fever  as  Avell,  careful 
fumigation  and  disinfection  Avas  thoroughly  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Avho  in  all  cases  submitted  his 
reports  to  me. 

Great  Wyrley  ScAverage  : Treatment  at  the  Cheslyn  Hay 
Sewerage  Works — 

Great  Wyrley  ^ scheme  Avas  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Engineer 
ScAA'erage.  dealing  Avith  the  scAvage  fiom  premises  in  the  Parish 

of  Great  Wyidej'.  The  sclieme  proposes  that  the  present 
Works  at  LittlcAvood  used  for  the  treatment  and  disjiosal 
of  soAvage  from  the  Parish  of  Chesl^’n  Hav  should  be 
altered  and  enlarged,  so  as  to  take  the  scAvage  from  the 
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Parisli  of  Great  Wyiley.  Application  lias  been  made  to 
tlie  Local  Government  Board  to  sanction  a Loan  of  £5,200 
to  defray  tlie  cost  of  the  scheme,  the  altered  and  enlarged 
Works  bein"  for  the  common  henetit  of  the  two  Pai’ishes 
of  Cheslyn  Hay  and  Great  Wyrley.  Notice  of  the 
ajiportionment  of  the  cost  has  been  served  ujion  the 
Overseers  of  the  two  Parishes.  An  objection  by  tln^ 
Gheslyn  Hay  Overseers  against  the  apportionment  of  the 
cost  has  been  lodged  with  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Brewood  Water  Supply — 

The  (hmnty  Council  made  iiupiiry  as  to  theadeipiacy 
of  the  supply  of  water  for  Brewood.  The  matter  is  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

Cheslyn  Hay  Water  Supply — 

The  yield  of  water  by  the  Cheslyn  Hay  well  was  so 
irregular  that  the  Council  thought  it  wi.se  to  arrange  with 
the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  (kmipany  for  a 
supply  in  the  event  of  the  well  running  dry.  Terms 
have  been  arranged  with  the  Company  for  a supply  if 
foixnd  necessary. 

Essington  (Broad  Lane)  Water  Supply — 

The  whole  of  the  houses  without  a satisfactory  supjdy 
of  water  in  Broad  Lane,  Essington,  have  been  connected 
to  the  Wolverhampton  Corporation  water  mains. 

Four  Ashes  Water  Supply — 

Notices  served  upon  the  owners  of  pi’ojieiiies  in  Four 
Ashes,  in  the  Parishes  of  Brewood  and  Penkridge,  to 
provide  a satisfactory  supply  of  water  to  their  properties 
not  having  been  carried  out,  the  Council  decided  to  sink  a 
well.  A small  piece  of  land  has  Ixeen  loa.sed  from  F. 
Monckton,  Esq.,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
Me.ssrs.  Ridgway  and  Son  to  sink  a well  upon  such  land, 
and  provide  necessary  pump. 

Scavenging:  Bushbury — 

The  contract  for  Public  Scavenging  in  Bushbury  was 
renewed  for  a further  period  of  12  months  upon  the  same 
terms. 

Cheslyn  Hay — 

The  Council  renewed  the  contract  for  Public 
Scavenging  in  Cheslyn  Hay  for  the  sum  of  £120. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification — 

The  disease  known  as  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
became  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  distz’ict  of  the 
Council  in  the  month  of  April.

Brewood  Soweracfe — 

The  Council  decided  to  extend  the  Brewood  sewer.sso 
ii.s  to  drain  Kiddermore  Green.  A contract  to  carry  out 
the  work  for  £129  11s.  7d.  was  accepted. 

Bushbury  (Scotlands)  Sewerage — 

A new  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Showell  Road,  Bushbury, 
and  the  main  sewer  has  been  extended  througli  tlie 
Showell’s  Farm  uji  to  tlie  Scotlands,  a distance  of  about  a 
mile-and-a-half.  The  sewage  from  this  part  of  the  Parish 
will  now  be  dealt  with  at  tlie  Oxley  Sewage  Woi'ks.  The 
(!ost  of  the  work  was  about  £2,000. 

Penkridge  Water  Works — 

The  Penkridge  Water  Scheme  has  been  satisfactorilv 
completed  at  a total  cost  of  about  £500,  less  than  the 
loans  (£4,800).  About  270  houses  have  been  connected 
with  the  mains.  The  supply  is  an  excellent  one,  the 
pressure  being  so  great  that  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  reduce  it  by  means  of  a pressure  reducing  valve,  which 
has  been  fixed  at  Bangley. 

Penkridge  Sewerage — 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  made  a special  report 
upon  the  drainage  arrangements  in  the  village  of 
Penkridge.  This  i-eport  showed  the  present  ari'angemeuts 
to  be  unsatisfactory.

The  Council  decided  that  the  ^Medical  Officer  of 
Health  should  personally  perform  the  duties,  prescribed 
by  the  order  of  the  Eocal  Government  Board,  as  to 
compulsory  notification  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

The  past  year  has  been  altogether  a heavier  recoixl 
tlian  1910,  e.specially  since  the  beginning  of  August.  During  the 
year  the  Council  has  completely  renovated,  cleaned,  and  painted  the 
exterior  and  interioi*  of  the  buildings,  whicli  after  seven  years  stood 
in  need  of  sucli.  Miss  Akeliurst,  who  had  been  Matron  for  over  three 
years,  tendered  lier  resignation  in  October,  and  !Miss  Rutter  was 
appointed  in  her  place.  The  Probationer  also  resigned,  after  three 
years'  service,  and  Miss  Wilkes  took  the  post  on  the  nomination  of 
the  Council.  Both  the  new  Matron  and  Probationer  have,  since 
entering  upon  duty  on  November  3rd,  had  an  exceptionally  busy  time, 
with  all  the  beds  fully  occupied,  and  I am  most  pleased  with  the 
work  they  have  both  done.  The  Probationer  is  active,  cheerful,  fond 
of  children,  and  promises  well  in  her  nursing  work,  whilst  the  Matron 
has  done  her  diity  to  the  patients,  supervised  the  nursing,  taken  her 
full  share  of  nursing  duty,  and  kept  a strict  eye  iipon  the  domestic 
control  of  the  Hospital.  In  a period  of  considerable  pressui'e, 
entailing  extra  work  and  duties,  the  Caretakei’s  have  done  their 
w'ork  cheerfully  and  well.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  lionour  to  submit  to  you  my  Repoi’t  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  me  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  etc.,  to  your  Council 
during  the  year  1911. 

Inspections — 

I include  tabulated  lists  of  inspections,  etc.,  made  during  the 
year,  and  of  the  work  done  in  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

Water  Supply — 

Six  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  and  of  these 
3 were  found  to  be  polluted.  Twenty-four  applications  were  received 
for  Water  Certificates  for  newly  erected  houses,  and  24  Certificates 
wei’e  granted  under  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878.  Estimates 
wei*e  received  for  the  boring  of  a well  at  Four  Ashes,  and  the  contract 
was  given  to  Messrs.  Ridgway  and  Sons,  Chester,  and  the  work  is 
now  in  hand. 

Slaughter  Houses — 

Seventy-eight  visits  have  been  made  to  the  slaughter  houses  in 
the  distinct,  and  they  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
One  new  license  has  been  granted  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  a 
slaughter  house,  and  2 licenses  for  the  erection  of  slaughter  houses. 
Twelve  licenses  have  been  renewed. 

Scavenging — 

During  the  year  I received  50  written  comjilaints  of  ashpits,  etc., 
requiring  emptying — 1.3  from  the  parish  of  Bush  bury  and  37  from 
Cheslyn  Hay.  I issued  53  notices  to  the  Contractors  to  attend  to 
these  and  others,  amounting  to  133  in  Cheslyn  Hay  and  (32  in 
Bushbuiy,  and  they  received  prompt  attention.  The  receptacles 
emptied  for  the  year  in  Bushbury  were:  118  middens,  892  ashpits, 
828  Rochdale  pans,  and  3,215  dust  bins  ; and  for  Cheslyn  Hay,  1)322 
middens  and  ashpits,  and  250  Rochdale  pans ; a total  of  6,725 
receptacles  for  the  two  parishes. 

Drainage  Work — 

I have  had  the  drains  at  27  houses  in  Essington  re-constructed 
and  connected  to  the  sewers.  At  Bushbury  I have  had  15  houses  re- 
drained and  connected  to  the  sewers,  and  14  middens  have  been 
abolished  and  13  waste  water  clo.sets,  and  1 water  closet  with  flushing 
cistern  have  been  fixed  in  place  thereof.  1 have  also  had  the  drains 
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at  the  L.  and  N.-W.  Railway  Lodging  House,  Bushbury,  re-constructed 
and  connected  to  sewer,  and  the  middens  abolished  and  3 water  closets 
with  flushing  cisterns  tixed,  and  also  tlie  privies  and  urinal  at  the 
Cleaning  Sheds  have  been  i-e-built,  and  trough  closets  with  automatic 
flushing  cistern  pi-ovided.  At  Cheslyn  Ha}'  I have  had  31  houses 
drained  and  connected  to  the  sewers.  There  are  13  houses  still  to  be 
connected  to  the  sewers,  and  the  owners  have  promised  to  attend  to 
lhe.se  at  an  early  date.  Twelve  houses  have  been  re-drained  and 
connected  to  the  sewers  at  Bi’ewood,  ami  2 waste  water  closets  fixed, 
and  the  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  Roman  Catholic  Scliools  have 
been  taken  down  and  re-constructed,  and  5 trough  closets  fixed  with 
flushing  tank.  The  drains  at  the  Vicai'age,  Penkridge,  have  been 
entirely  re-constructed. 

Petroleum  Acts — 

Thirty-seven  inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Petroleum 
Acts,  and  the  premises  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
Nineteen  applications  for  the  renewal  of  licenses  have  been  re(^eived, 
and  these  were  granted. 

Workshops  and  Bakehouses — 

Thirty  inspections  of  workshops  and  bakehouses  have  been  made, 
and  they  were  found  to  be  ke{)C  in  a satisfactory  manner,  with  the 
exception  that  2 bakehouses  required  white-washing,  and  these  have 
been  done. 

Canal  Boats,  etc. — 

Details  of  inspections  made  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  and  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order,  LSSr),  are  set  out  at  the  end 
of  this  1‘eport,  and  also  a summary  of  work  done  as  compiled  for  the 
IStalfordshii'e  County  Council. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  exjiress  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk, 
and  the  Surveyor,  for  their  courte.sy  and  assistance  given  to  me  duj'ing 
the  year.

I beg  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  of  houses  inspected 
under  Section  17  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  Etc.,  Act,  19u9. 

I give  tabulated  lists  of  particulars  of  such  inspections,  with  the 
sanitary  and  other  defects  found  and  the  work  done  in  getting  these 
remedied. 


During  my  inspections  I have  experienced  great  difficulty  in 
getting  the  cases  of  overcrowding  abated  owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
houses  with  three  bedrooms  in  most  parishes. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  (185),  and  the  fact  that  they  are 
scattered  over  the  district,  are  not  sufficient  to  put  before  you  a 
statement  of  the  inadequacy  of  hou.sing  accommodation  in  the  district, 
although  a scai’city  of  suitable  houses  with  three  bedrooms  does  exist 
in  most  of  the  parishes. 


Next  year  I think  it  will  be  much  better  to  largely  concentrate 
the  inspections  to  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  a parish  or  portions  of  a 
parish  where  the  houses  are  in  groups. 

By  inspecting  houses  so  scattered  the  work  is  enormously 
increased,  paHiculaidy  in  re-inspections,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  I 
am  not  able  to  lay  before  you  the  exact  amount  of  overci’owdiug  or 
want  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  district  as  a whole  or  in  any 
one  parish.

REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1911.

During  the  year  1911,  30  canal  boats  have  been  inspected.  The 
boats  were  occupied  by  97  persons — 49  men,  17  women,  31  childi’en  — 
the  registration  accommodation  being  for  116  persons.  The  occupants 
work  out  at  3’23  persons  per  boat,  against  2‘83  last  year.  The  pra- 
portion  of  women  and  children  per  boat  is  1.6  , against  1.18  last  year. 
1 did  not  find  any  infringements  of  the  Acts,  and  no  infectious  disease 
occui-red  on  board.  The  boats  inspected  I found  to  be  generally  clean, 
ventilated,  and  free  from  overci*owding ; and  I received  every  courtesy 
from  the  occupants.
